Distributors  of  food  products  today  are  well  aware  of  the  allocation  problems  > 
involved  in  making  equitable  distribution  of  available  food  supplies;  the 
problem  is  particularly  acute  in  war  congested  areas.    In  some  instances  al- 
location policies  have  been  adjusted  by  distributors  to  meet  increased  demands 
for  foodstuffs  from  such  areas;  but  in  many  instances  additional  adjustments 
need  to  be  made.    It  is  believed  that,  in  general,  the  situation  can  be  im- 
proved if  distribution  is  based  on  revised  population  statistics  which  are 
now  available  for  the  trade. 


If  distribution  is  being  made  on  the  basis  of  194-0  population,  hardship  results 
for  persons  residing  in  congested  areas  and  conversely  more  than  a  generous 
supply  is  provided  for  the  reduced  population  of  other  towns  or  areas  whose 
increased  income  permits  them  to  take  the  entire  amounts  made  available  to  them, 

k  definite  measure  of  such  population  changes  throughout  the  country  is  now 
available  to  marketing  executives  through  a  new  release  of  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  (Series  P-3,  No.  38).    Between  ^pril  194-0  and  March  194-3,  the  popula- 
tion of  some  cities  as  a  whole  has  increased  as  much  as  65  percent,  and  in 
others  it  has  decreased  greatly.    Thirty-one  metropolitan  areas  -  representing 
nearly  12  million  people  -  have  experienced  increases  of  10  percent  or  more  in 
the  past  three  years;  in  fact,  14-  of  these  areas  show  an  increase  of  more  than 
20  percent.    A  decrease  in  population  of  5  percent  or  more  is  shown  by  24- 
metropolitan  areas. 

These  percentages  for  metropolitan  areas  as  a  whole  fail  to  show  the  serious- 
ness of  these  situations.    Many  congestions  of  nei'/comers  are  typically  con- 
centrated in  a  small  part  of  the  metropolitan  areas  -  often  on  the  outskirts 
where  retail  stores  and  other  supply  facilities  are  scanty  or  lacking  and  in 
areas  which  v;holesalers  and  other  supplier?  may  have  trucking  problems  in 
serving.    For  example,  Baltimore  shoved  an  increased  population  of  11.6  percent. 
But  1,600  new  families  (5000  persons)  htd  settled  down  in  Aero  Acres  near  the 
Martin  Bomber  Plant;  these  families  had  fav  sources  of  supply  until  the 
attention  of  distributors  was  directed  to  their  needs. 

Non-metropolitan  counties  show  even  charper  contrasts  in  population  changes 
from  194-0  to  194-3,  according  to  these  Census  Bureau  estimates.    Mineral  County 
in  Nevada,  for  example,  increased  in  population  798  percent,  while  Armstrong 
County,  South  Dakota,  has  79  percent  fewer  people  than  in  19^0.    Kitsap  County, 
Washington,  scene  of  tremendous  shipbuilding  activity,  had  an  increase  of  over 
4-2^500  people  while  Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania,  lost  about  the  same 
number.    At  least  eight  states  have  some  rural  counties  which  have  lost  more 
than  half  their  prewar  population.    More  than  25  percent  of  population  has 
been  lost  by  179  rural  counties  throughout  the  country.    Dislocations  like 
these  require  readjustments  of  dealer  quotas  and  deliveries  and  any  efforts 
to  correct  maldistribution  will  make  a  substantial  contribution  to  better 
utilization  of  manpovrer  and  supplies  in  the  war  effort.

NOTE;    This  list  includes  all  counties  and  metropolitan  areas  in  the 
Western  Region  with  an  increase  of  10,000  or  10^  or  more  or  a  decrease 
of  10,000  or  20^  or  more,  as  shov/n  in  the  recent  Census  Bureau  release 
(Series  P-3,  No.  38).    Taking  account  of  men  nov;  in  the  Armed  Forces  and 
the  present  rate  of  population  grovrbh,  the  Census  Bureau  estimates  an 
average  decline  of  2.U  percent  throughout  the  country.    This  means,  for 
example,  that  a  county  v;hich  shov/s  a  five  percent  increase,  1943  over 
194-0,  has  actually  increased  7.4  percent  over  the  national  average. 

The  President's  Committee  for  Congested  Production  Areas  has  listed  the 
following  areas  in  this  region  as  actually  critical:  San  Diego, 
San  Francisco,  Portland,  Vancouver,  and  the  Puget  Sound  area.  In  terms 
of  percentage  increase  in  population  the  most  critical  are  the  counties 
of:  Inyo  and  Modoc,  California;  Yuma,  Pinal  and  Greenlee,  Arizona; 
Jerome,  Elmore  and  Boise,  Idaho;  Mineral  and  Clark,  Nevada;  Millard  and 
Davis,  Utah;  Kitsap  and  Clark,  Vfeshington;  and  Park,  ?fyoming.
